that of the State Industrial Board of the State of Indiana 
rendered against the City of Fort Wayne in any suit or el aim arising 
und°r said Workmen’s Compensation Acts, of the State of Indiana, 
now”in force, relating to compensation for accidental injuries 
or death suffered by his employees or the employees of any Sub-
